EDITORIAL. CORRESPONDENCE. 


Avavsr 4th. 

Amador county, lying between the Cos- 
sumnes and Mokelumne rivers, and extending 
from the great valley to the summit of the 
Sierras, is already divisible according to its 
industrial, interests, into three parts. The 
lowest consists of a few rich vallies lying upon 
moderate rivers as they pour down fiom the 
highest mountains and begin to approach the 
great Sacramento Valley. The deposit from 
the hills for ges of the finer wash and decom- 
posing vegetable matter, has given these val- 
lies a fine good soil, rich in quality and of a 
nature to resist the severe drought of summer, 
so that a dry season is even better for the 
crops than awetone. The two largest of these 
vallies are those of the Jackson creek and Sat- 
ter or Dry Creek. Some of the finest farms 
we have visited in the State are in these val- 
lies, especially in the vicinity of the junction 
of the Sutter and Dry Creeks, and some two 
miles above. At this junction is a peculiar 
valley isolated from all others, surrounded by 
hills and mountain elevations that give it a 
beautiful, romantic aspect. To the east lie the 
great Sierras in the distance, coming down in 
gradual descents to the valley, with broken 
hills upon the north and south and a noble 
range towering abruptly upon the west, a thou- 
sand feet high, in broken peaks. Through this 
range the rivers, after their union, have broken 
@ narrow gap unseen from above, so that the 
valley appears completely shat in. Of itself 
this valley is about four miles long and two 
and a half miles in width, and is called Ione. 
It is all under cultivation and is scattered over 
with farmers’ residences, yet so few as to be 
far between, too far for the best interests of 
society, as the distance precludes the atten- 
dance of sufficient children upon public schools, 
or of the adults upon religious worship aud those 
other neighborly gatherings so essential to 
good society. The best interests of a farming 
community are best subserved when upon 
every seventy-five to one hundred and twenty- 
five acres a family is settled, calling the place 
their home. Here are two public schools, but 
the valley would richly support a population 
dense enough to require six such schools. 
There are iu the valley two churches, a Bap- 
tist and a Methodist. In the southeast part 
is a pleasant village, which honors itself by 
the appellation of Ione City. By the way, 
whenever the Chinese apply a terminal to the 
names of their places implying a city, we may 
be sure it is a city ; but on thecontrary, when. 
ever in America a place has a name with city 


as a terminal, we may be sure that as a city it 


is a burlesque. We bave often found “city” in 
California used where there was not even a 
blacksmith shop. Bat Ione City is a pleasant 
village, of fair size, well laid out, and a part of 
its houses finely ornamented with shrubbery 
aud flowers in excellent, taste. One or two 
large flouring mills here do a good business, 
while four taverns, five stores, shops, dwellings, 
and other buildings, some of brick and all well 
constructed, make itafair country towo. The 
Sons, Templars and other Orders are here flour- 
ishing, while a good school and church bespeak 
for the people an honorable zeal in the best in. 
terests of the individual and of the community. 

The second division of the county lies about. 
ten miles higher to the east, and is character- 
ized as a rich quartz-mining section. The 
great veins of the State here pass through the

county ; and along upon it are the next to the 
greatest mining operations in the State; Grass 
Valley only standing before it. The general 
features of the vein here are the same as de 
scribed two weeks since, except that here the 
Great Vein, the principal lode itself, is gold- 
bearing and worked. Indeed, thereseem prop- 
erly to be no side veins. Also, we must cor 
rect the printer of the former in one thing 
which he evidently supposed so against nature» 
as to justify him in changing our statement, 
This great vein does not appear at ravines, but 
disappears. It will often appear along the 
ridge of high hills, but on approaching a ra- 
vide or even, say in the ridge where we should 
expect to find it broken through, it will sink 
under the surface and pass as a continued vein 
many feet below the ravine, and then rise and 
appear cropping out again at the summit of the 
hill beyond. 

The northern town on this gold vein is Dry- 
town on Dry Creek. Four quartz mills agg 
here in successful oper ation, of which the best, 
the Potosi, as we were informed, cleared up 
over thirty thousand dollars during the last six 
months of water. What portion this is to 
be deducted for expenses we do not know, but 
it must be large. This town was lately swept 
away by fire, but it is rapidly recovering its 
former size, with improved streets and build- 
ings. A good public school, regular church, 
and a settled population of thirty fami ies and 
two hundred people, dwelling in peace and with 
pecuniary resources steadily developing in in- 
creased richness and permanency, make the 
place one of the substantial towns of the min- 
ing regions. A mile and a half south are two 
more quartz mills known es the Rancheria 
Mills, one impelled by steam power, now going, 
the other by water, which are good mills on a 
good section of the gold lode, but the town is 
only a gathering of eight or ten houses, a min. 
ing settlement. 

Amapor—One mile further south brings 
one to a good quartz mining town of four 
crushing mills, called Amador. Here a fever of 
four days has laid us by from our work, but 
we trust after another day to be well again,

Rum's Victims. 
From the Alta. 
They are lying beneath the green mounds of 


our cemeteries, among our golden hills and 
canons, on the plains stretching between here 
and the Mississippi ; their bones are whiteving 
in the beds of the rivers and the bays, and be- 
neath the mighty ocean, whose waters have 
closed over them for ever. In gloom and des- 
pair, and darkness and sorrow, their lives have 
gone out, been thrown recklessly away, bar 
tered for a few months or years of the unnatu- 
ral excitement produced by an inordinate use 
of alcoholic stimulants. 

It is not the mean and sordid, the mercenary 
and the unsocial man who is most liable to be- 
7 vietim to ee * but rather he 
of enlarged sympathies, generous, social 
1 — stands in most danger. The 
customs and habits of society are such, the 
system of drinking and “ treating hus be 
come so prevalent, that it requires a great 
amount of firmness to resist the temptations 
which are presented at nearly every street cor- 
ner; and so imperceptibly young map is 
almost carried on, until, as we have seen in too 
many sad instances in California, he falls a vic- 
tim to the demon’s power, and death closes the 
scene of his follies and his miseries. How 
many a man who left his home in the Eastern 
State temperate and sober, bas, after living a 
short time in California, yielded to the tempta- 
tions which he had resisted manfully in his for- 
mer home, and has gone on, step by step, till 
he has ended bis career in a drunkard’s grave. 
The eager, rushing chase after easily to be-ac- 
quired wealth, the “fast” manner in which eve- 
rything is done bere, has a tendency to induce 
men to partake freely of alcoholic stimulaats ; 
and therefore, much more care is ‘ 
much more gusrded should all be against 
yielding to the power and control of the tempt- 
er “which stingeth like an adder.” 

“ Rum’s victims” are found among all classes 
of society, among all “sorts and conditions of 
men.“ ‘The brightest minds, men of powerful 
and brilliant talents, of extraordinary genius, 
of vivid imaginations, have fallen by the way- 
side al with dolts and dullards, both vic- 
tims of the bowl. Men bigh in social and po- 
litical position, statesmen and law makers, have 
sunk beneath the deadening iufluence of alco- 
hol, as well as men whose names have never 
been written on the scroll of fame. Such men 
as Byron and Coleridge, and Lamb, and Poe, 
have yielded to the tempter, and the tempter 
has claimed them as his victims. Neither 
rank, or station, or genius is proof against his 
power, and he seems to delight in the selection 
of shiniog marks upon which to practice it. 

It bas been remarked often, that the climate 
of California was so salabrious that the laws 
of nature coufd be violated almost with impu- 
nity here, and that its invigoratiog influences 
would compensate for the ordinary amount of 
prudence required to preserve the body ina 
healtbiul condition. We have often heard this 
expression made use Of by those who were in 
the habit of drinking freely; aod they bave 
cited the cases of others, who for years have 
been completely saturated with alcohol, and 
who yet have lived through those years of con- 
stant violation of natu w, and who live 


yet. But this is an argument, and these ex- 
amples, which do not hold good to the end. 
A week scarcely passes that we do not hear of 
some sudden death—a death of some one, which 
was entirely unexpected, unlooked for, un 
pared for. A departure from this world of 
one— 


“Usannointed, 
With all his im on his head. 


These, in most cases, are Ram's Victims.” 
The physicians have professional names for 
their complaints, and no coroner’s inquests are 
held on them, no inquiries made as to the real 
cause of their sudden departures. 
majority of sudden deaths which occur in Cali- 
fornia, and which have been so common es to 
create alarm, we are satisfied that the cause is 
the excessive use of alcoholic stimulants. For 

nature's laws may be violated, for nature 
is a kindly mother, but the end is certain and 
sure death; and in California particularly, it 
seems td be the case, that when the victims of 
8 do die, they die suddenly—go out like

During a long residence in California, we 
have seen so many cases in which hope and 
life have been wrecked by an inordinate use of 
alcdhol, that we consider it a duty to raise a 
voice of warning. We have no desire to inflict 
any ultra temperance “ total abstinence” ideas 
upon our readers, nor would we wish to curtail 
by legal enactments any natural rights. But 
when we look around us and see the inroads 
which are being made in all classes of society, 
when we see the young and the strong, aad t 
brilliant and the hopefal, wrecking youth, and 
strength, and hope, as too many are doing 
here, we cannot do less than say to them— 
“ Beware.” 

Well spoken are these words of the Alta. 
Trathfally spoken. Would that the entire 
press of the State would utter similar words of 
warning. Would that they might emblazon 
the word “seware” before the eyes of every 
person who lifts the cup of intoxicating drink 
te bis lips! If, then, the warning was en forced 


by the example and powerful persuasion of 
women, philanthropists and all christians, what 
sorrow, what ruin and death might be saved 
And if the lips of none who minister at the 
altar of salvation were stained with intoxica- 


ting liqaor—but, on the contrary, reasoned 


earnestly of “temperance and judgment to | dread 


come,” (shame! that we mast say “if” in such 
a connection as this)—if all these influences 
were united, then might whexpect to see the 
power of this destroying appetite broken, and 
have vastly less occasion to mourn over the 
graves of “rum’s victims.” 

But why hesitates the Alta at total absti. 


nencc? Is it not clear that it is the only safe 


position? If the statesmen and poets (and he 
might have added ministers) to whom he al- 
ludes, were overmastered by this appetite, is it 
not morally certain that a very large propor- 
tion of the men of our State who drink at all, 
will meet the same fate? And do not the very 
facts so well portrayed by the Alta, prove that 
they are meeting it? In a ease where such 
vasts interests are at stake, why not point out 
the course which is certainly safe, and urge men 
to take it? Why warn them of the fatal eur 
rent in which they are gliding to perdition, 
and not cry out to them to struggle to get en. 
tirely out of it? You well know that there 
are thousands among us in whom the first glass 
now awakens a thirst so strong for more, that 
they will not refrain. And thousands more 
are reaching that point, who no more dream of 
the slavery into which they are going, than 
did “‘rum’s victims, who now lie beneath those 
“green mounds,” or the “mighty ocean.” 
What do men gain so vastly valuable io drink- 
ing liquor as a beverage, to compensate the 
terrible risk which they most certainly run ? 
When so many have fallen, who wonld once 
hare scorned the very idea of excess men who 
had so much to restrain them—and who were 
most unlikely to bow to so mean a vice—is it 
not right, is it not duty to persuade, 
by all that is valuable, ail that is noble

Few there are, who are aware of the pure 
delights which may be derived in almost e 
place, from a contemplation of Nature. When 
the soul is awakened to all the infinitely varied 
beauties, sublimities and grandeur, uofolded to 
its view, it then feels an unsullied joy which 
words cannot s, and hears a 
the melodious harmonies of which, fall upon its 
eoraptared senses like echoes from the skies. 
Nature thus seen, is ever instinct with God 
and is the only revelation of Him in this world 
that our outward perceptions can have.

‘Washington’s Farewell. 
The following extract is from a letter 
written by a lady upwards of 80 years old, 


residing in Philadelphia, to her grand-son 
in Washington : 
„When General Washington delivered 
his Farewell Address, in the room at the 
-east corner Of Chesnut and Sixth 
streets, I sat immediately in front of him. 
It was in the room the Congress had occu- 
pied. The table of the Speaker was be- 
tween the two windows ia Sixth street. 
The daughter of Dr. C——., of Alexandria, 
the physician and intimate friend of Wash- 
ington, Mrs. H , Whose husband was 
the auditor, was a very dear friend of mine. 
Her brother, Washington, was one of the 
secretaries of Gen. Washington. Young 
Dandridge, a nephew of Mrs. Washington, 
was the other: I was included in Mrs. 
H party to witness the august, the 
solemn scene. N———-C——declined go- 
ing with Mrs. H——., who had determin- 
ed to go so early as to secure the front 
bench. It was fortunate for N C 
(afterwards Mrs. L.,) that she would not 
trust herself to be so near her honored 
grandfather My dear father stood very 
near her, she was terribly agitated. There 
was a narrow passage from the door of 
entrance to the room, which was on the 
east, dividing the rows of benches. Gen. 
Washington stopped at the end to let Mr. 
Adams pass to the chair. The latter al 
ways wore a full suit of bright drab, with 
slash, or rather loose cuffs. He also wore 
wrist ruffles. He had not changed bis 
fashions, He was a short man with a good 
head. With his family he attended our 
church twice a day. 

General Washington’s dress was a full 
suit of black. His military hat had the 
black-cockade, there stood the Father of 
his Country, acknowledged by nations 
“the first in war, first in peace, first in the 
hearts of his coontrymen.” No marshals, 
with gold-colored scarfs; no cheering. The 
most profound stillness greeted him, as if 
that great assembly desired to hear him 
breathe and catch his breath—the homage 
ofthe heart. Mr. Adams covered his face 
With both his hands. ‘The sleeves of his 
coat and his hands were covered with tears 
Every now and then there was a suppress- 
ed sob.

French Morats—Svicipe.—The pres- 
ent condition of France demands some 
scrutiny, in order to test some of the vari- 
ous theories of morals and philosophy set 
afloat. Some persons assert that France 
is a moral nation, others think it is a very 
temperate nation, and others think that 
the wildest infidelity is about as good as 
Christianity. To all such, we commend 
the following paragraph. Two thousand 
five hundred suicides a year cannot be 
paralleled in any other country. Would 
they, then, rash out of the world if they 
had any sense of religious obligations ? 

A curious work on suicide and suicidal 
insanity, has just been issued in Paris. It 
is from the pen of Mr. Baismont. The 
author shows that the total number of 
suicides in France, from 1834 to 1845 in- 

clusive, was vwenty-five thousand nine 
hundred and fifty-one, of which seventeen 
thousand nine hundred and four were men. 
Within the same period the total number 
of suicides in Paris alone was four thou- 
sand, five hundred and ngpty-five, of which 
three thousand two hundred and fifteen 
were men. Unmarried suicides were as 1 
to 2—seventy-six ; married, I to 2—nine- 
teen; widows and widowers, 1 to 2—thir- 
ty-two ; persons of wealth, one hundred 
and twenty-six; in comfortable circum- 
stances, five hundred and seventy-one ;

The English lady at 
St. Helena could never appreciate Napo- 
leon’s personnel, seeing him near the tall 
aristocratic, Sir Hudson Lowe, until she 
saw him mounted. Then she felt that he 
was the Emperor. 

A fine horse promotes cheerful, elastic 
spirits. Willis says that of all exercises 
for a consumptive and invalids, he has found 
horseback riding far best, but adds, ‘ He 
must have a good horse, and must own 
his horse.’ enthe noble animal sends 
a sort of magnetic, inspiring sympathy 
through every nerve of his feeble rider. 
We have seen a trembling man of more 
than eighty years, helped into the saddle, 
suddenly resuming the life and bearing of 
his youth, as his kind and noble steed step- 

proudly ander him. A good horse is 

tter and cheaper for an invalid man and 

woman than weeks at Springs or a trip to 
the South. 

But a travelling preacher knows best 
the moral aid of a good horse. Let him 
be going to an appointment, if his horse 
springs under him with mettlesome courage 
it stimulates the man. When, faint with 
labor, he mounts to return, the strong ani- 
mal soothes him, as a cradel does an infant. 
He can talk to his horse, and fancy his 
flagging spirit comforted. We have 
thought often that God appointed the 
horse as one of the minor comforts of the 
intinerant. The lack of a horse is an un- 
comfortable item of a station. It is also 
to be noticed that our grand old pioneers, 

Ashbury, Lee, Garrettson, and Cartwright 
always make it a prime point to be well- 
mounted.” 


“Tur Seven Saces or Greece.”—Per- 
iander wrote circular letters to all the 
other Sages, inviting them to spend some 
time at his court. They complied ; and 
we have an interesting account of an en- 
tertainment at which they were all present. 
It was frugal, though sufficient ; for such 
simplicity suited the taste of the guests, 
better than prodigal magnificence. The 
conversation was very varied ;—now grave, 
now gay. Periander proposed the ques-

“Which is the most perfect popular 
government ?” 

All the six gave different answers. 

Thales—" That, where the inhabitants 
are neither too rich nor too poor.” 

Solon—™“ That, where an injury to any 
private citizen is considered as an injury 
to the whole stite.” 

Pittacus—“ That, where dignities are 
always conferred upon the virtuous, and 
never upon the vicious.” 

Bias—“ That, where the law has no 
:up2rior.” 

Chilo—" That, where the laws have 
more authority than orators or demago- 
gues.” 

Cleobulus-—‘‘ That, where the citizens 
fear blame more than punishment.” 

From all these, Periander concluded 
that the best form of government was a 
modified aristocracy, in which the power 
is lodged in the hands of a few men of 


the persons and property of all such indi. 
viduals as are said to be no longer of sound 
mind and good disposing memory ; in fine, 
to have lost their senses. Lord Chancel- 
lor Loughborough once ordered to be 
brought to him a man against whom his 
heirs wished to take out a statute of luna- 
cy. He examined him very attentively, 
and put various questions to him, to all of 
which he made the most pertinent and ap- 

ite answers. This man mad!” thought 
. “verily he is one of the ablest men I 
ever met with.” Toward the end of his 
examination, however, a little scrap of pa- 

r, torn from a letter, was put into Lord 

ughborough’s hands, on which was 
written “ Ezekiel.” This was enough for 
such a shrewd and able man as his Lord- 
ship. He forthwith took his cue

lor, is in Isiah ! . 

“ Very fine,” replied the man, “ especi- 
ally when read iu the original Hebrew.”

Dogs Lacine Prevent or Pro- 
puce Consumption.—Dr. Hall mantains, 
in his Journal of health, that tight lacing 
on the part of ladies does not originate 
consumption, but has a tendency to pre- 
vent it; if not actually preveut, and to 
cure iſ it is. The doctor asserts that tight 
lacing affects the lower portion of the lungs 
mainly, and causes the person to breathe 
less with the bottom of the langs and more 
with the top ; while he adds that consump- 
tion attacks the top of the lungs, under 
the collar bone, avd that long before it 
reaches half way down, the person dies, 
not actually for want of enough sound 
lungs to live upon, but from the effect 
which the disease has had on the whole 
system. He next assumes that women 
breathe more with the upper portion of 
the lungs than men in consequence of their 
wearing corsets ; after which he proceeds 
to show that in proportion to population, 
fewer women than men die of consumption, 
and gives his conclusion in regard to the 
efficacy of tight lacing.
